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DETAILED ACTION 



Remarks 

Applicant primary arguments are with respect to the motivation to combine 
Stanley et al and McCloskey. In response to applicants argument that there is no 
suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can 
only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce 
the claimed invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so 
found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one 
of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 
1988)and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, 
Stanley et disclose the same method of forming the bearing element as Applicant. The 
only difference is that Applicant claims that the polyimide resin impregnated into the 
bearing element comprises polytetrafluoroethylene (PTFE) powder. McCloskey was 
cited to show this feature. In the previously Office Action, it was also pointed out that 
McCloskey discloses that the bearing material "includes a dry self-lubricating material 
for providing a low sliding friction surface, and which is wear resistant under heavy and 
constant loads and is further capable of operating in a hostile environment." (col 1 , lines 
45-50). McCloskey discloses that the providing PTFE powder resulted in a bearing in 
which "the improved properties are believed to follow from chemical bonding or 
adhesion which takes place between the polytetrafluoroethylene particles and the 
surrounding cured resin matrix [including polyimide (see col 5, line 66-67] in the 
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composite bearing liner. The resulting liner is mechanically strong, and therefore 
exhibits superior load bearing and wear characteristics, since the matrix is continuous 
and free form discontinuities at the polytetrafluoroethylene particle locations, there being 
bonds between the rein and the polytetrafluoroethylene at such locations." (col 5, lines 
35-45). Thus, proper motivation was cited by the Examiner. 

With respect to Viola et al, the reference discloses that graphite fibers provided 
"improved long lasting characteristics of low coefficient of friction." (col 3, lines 38-40. 
Thus, proper motivation was cited by the Examiner. In addition, McCloskey discusses 
the use of carbon filled PTFE (col 7, line 35). 

In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one 
cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections 
are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 
USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 
1986). Also, in response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of 
obviousness is based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must be recognized that 
any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon 
hindsight reasoning. But so long as it takes into account only knowledge which was 
within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and does 
not include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a 
reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 
1971). The Examiner relied on the teachings of the prior art, as indicated above.
